Scarlet  Fever 


Scarlet  Fever. — Known  Cases,  318;  Deaths , 1. — This 
disease  has  continued  with  us  from  last  year,  and  has  been 
confined  to  no  particular  part  of  the  borough. 


I think  I should  be  right  in  stating  that  scarlet  fever 
has  been  general  throughout  the  country  during  the  past  year. 


Typhoid  Fever 


Typhoid  Fever. — Known  Cases , 8;  Deaths,  1. — The 
majority  of  these  cases  were  of  a mild  character,  and  in  no 
instance  have  we  been  able  to  find  any  specific  cause  to  give 
rise  to  the  disease. 


Diphtheria. — Known  Cases,  26  ; Deaths,  4. — There  is 
Diphtheria  still  a falling  off  in  this  disease  compared  with  last  year,  and 
the  fact  that  only  four  deaths  occurred  out  of  26  cases  leads 
me  to  believe  that  most  of  the  cases  were  of  a mild  type,  or 
that  some  of  them  have  not  been  true  diphtheria. 
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The  origin  of  this  disease  remains  as  mysterious  as 
ever.  In  many  of  the  houses  where  cases  have  occurred  we 
have  instituted  a thorough  investigation  of  all  the  surround- 
ings, but  failed  to  find  any  cause  to  account  for  the  presence 
of  the  disease. 


Small  Pox. — Known  Cases,  6;  Deaths,  0—  We  have  small  Pox 
had  six  cases  of  small  pox,  which  have  all  been  promptly 
removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  as  a consequence  the  disease  did 
not  become  epidemic. 


During  the  year  a hospital  for  small  pox,  with  four  beds, 
has  been  erected  at  a safe  distance  from  the  scarlet  fever 
wards,  which  Hospital,  I hope,  will  be  sufficient  for  our  pur- 
pose in  protecting  us  from  any  epidemic  of  small  pcx. 


Chicken  Pox  has  been  epidemic  during  the  year,  some  Chicken  Pox 
of  the  cases  being  of  a severe  nature.

During  the  year  I have  received  and  treated  in  the  Borough 
Borough  Hospital  2d 6 cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  six  cases  of  Hospital 
small  pox.  Of  the  scarlet  fever  cases,  193  belonged  to  the 
borough,  24  to  Stourport,  60  to  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority, 
and  nine  to  the  Workhouse. 


At  one  period  of  the  year  our  accommodation  was 
greatly  strained  and  the  nurses  much  overworked,  but  they 
cheerfully  accommodated  themselves  to  the  circumstances. 


During  the  year  the  dry  earth  system  of  closets  has 
been  superseded  by  the  water  carriage  system,  and  the  engine 
and  pumps  laid  down  by  the  Borough  Engineer  for  pumping

houses,  Bake- 
houses, &c-

away  from  the  Hospital  all  sewage  and  waste  water  do  their 
work  efficiently. 

The  Slaughterhouses,  Bakehouses,  Lodginghouses, 
Workshops,  Milkshops,  and  Cowsheds  have  been  regularly 
inspected,  and  on  the  whole  found  clean.  One  new  lodging- 
house  has  been  put  on  the  register,  and  one  has  changed 
ownership. 

Our  water  supply  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  tables  appended  to  this  report  I hope  will  be  found 
ample  for  placing  before  you  the  amount  of  sanitary  work 
which  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year. 

The  prosecutions  found  necessary  to  he  taken  before 
the  magistrates  this  year  have  been  less,  and  your  analyst  has 
returned  a higher  proportion  of  certificates  marked  “ Genuine  ” 
in  comparison  with  other  years. 

Allow  me  again,  at  the  end  of  another  year,  to  thank 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the 
support  they  have  given  me  in  the  carrying  out  of  my  duties. 
I am  pleased  to  say  that  on  the  whole  things  have  worked  very 
smoothly.
